Article 2: The revised zoning ordinance as proposed by the Marlow 
Planning Board was passed, NO 64, YES 74, BLANKS 3 


The revised Building Regulations pertaining to the National Flood 
Insurance Program of which Marlow is a participant was passed, 
NO 22, YES 113, BLANKS 6 


Motion was made and seconded to pass over Article 3 (the budget) and 
go back later. Passed, 


Article 4: Revenue Sharing. Because of the possibility of not 
recelving our last revenue sharing payment as a result of the Grammn- 
Rudmann laws, the Selectmen suggested we place priorities on our 
list of projects. 


Priority #1, It was moved and seconded to finish the installation of 
a septic system, running water and toilet facilities in Jones Hall. 
Toilet facilities to be sized to accept wheelchairs with a separate 
facility for men and women, Passed, 


Priority #2. It was moved and seconded to spend $400 for the 
installation of smoke detectors and an alarm system for the Town 
Office, Jones Hall, and if enough funds are available, the Town Shed, 
The smoke detectors to run on an AC system with battery backup and 
are to include a flashing light and audible exterior alarm, Passed, 


Priority #3. It was moved and seconded to use the remainder of the 
Revenue Sharing Funds to finish painting the outside of the Town 
Office and to make improvements to the inside of the office, If 
funds are available a chair will be purchased for the Town Clerk. 
Passed. 


Article 5. It was moved and seconded to adopt the proposed 
guidelines for administering General Assistance to Persons/Families 
in Need. Copies of the guidelines were available for review at a 
public hearing on February 5, 1986, as well as being filed with the 


Town Clerk. The adoption of these guidelines is required by 
RSA 165:(1I). The Selectmen gave a presentation on the new 
guidelines. Article passed. 


Article 6. It was moved and seconded to accept the provisions of 

RSA 53-B:1 to 11 inclusive providing for the establishment of a 
regional refuse disposal district together with the towns of 
Chesterfield, Harrisville, Marlborough, Nelson, Roxbury, Surry, Swanzey, 
Troy and Westmoreland, the City of Keene, and the construction, 
maintenance, and operation of a regional refuse disposal facility by 
said district in accordance with the provisions of a proposed agreement 
filed with the Selectmen; and to appropriate the sum of $707,54 in 

fees to join the Ashuelot Valley Refuse Disposal District (assessment 
is $1.3054 per capita for each town). Passed by written ballot.

Article 7. It was moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen 

to contract for computer services for the purposes of property tax 
records and billings, per RSA 21:1:39; and to develop a plan for the 
Town to acquire its own automatic data processing capability, to 
include hardware, software, training and support, 


The Selectmen spoke on the need for computer services in the Town 
Office. It takes many hours to compute the tax blotter by hand and 
there is much opportunity for error. It takes two weeks for the 

tax collector to type out the tax bills. Southwest Community Services 
has put the Town's tax blotter on a computer disc and can print out 
the tax bills at a cost of 35¢ each and in minutes, It now costs 

the Town $125.00 just to have the bills printed, 


Ron Karvosky, the comptroller of PC Connection in Marlow, announced 
that PC Connection was willing to provide the hardware and training 
necessary to convert the town office to a computer system. The 
software would have to be purchased from an outside company as 

PC doesn't handle the programs necessary for municipalities. They 
would just insist that the system be used actively and not sit and 
collect dust. 


It was moved and seconded to amend the original article by adding 
after "support" ... In addition, to raise the sum of $700 for the 
procurement of software to take advantage of the proposal being 
offered informally by PC Connection to provide all necessary computer 
hardware and training. Amendment passed, 


Article passed as amended. 


Article 8. It was moved and seconded that the Town oppose the 

burial, storage, transportation and production of high level 
radioactive waste in the Town of Marlow and the State of New Hampshire; 
and to call upon Congress to conduct and independent investigation 
with full public participation into the feasibility and prudence of the 
U.S. Department of Energy's (D.0O.E.) present plan to dispose of 
radioactive waste, and into the D.0O.E.'s competence to carry out such 

a plan. 


The need for citizens to write their congressmen on this matter was 
stressed. The Selectmen also noted a vote against the production 
of nuclear waste was a vote against the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant, 


Article Passed. 


Article 9. It was moved and seconded to withdraw the sum of $205.88 
plus: accumulated interest from the Capital Reserve Fund - Town Ilall 

Well and to place such sums in the Jones Hall Septic/Lavoratory 

System Fund. Passed by 2/3 written ballot. 49 votes cast, YES 48, NO l. 


Article 10. It was moved and seconded to authorize the purchase of 

a 9/4 ton 4WD pickup truck with plow frame, ($12,200 for truck and 

$900 for frame), at a price not to exceed $13,000. Such amount to be 
provided through withdrawal of Capital Reserve Ilighway Equipment Fund, 
principal and accrued interest (approximately $4000) with the balance 

to be funded from 1986 monies. Also, to authorize the turnin of a 1976 
pickup, Jeep, 3/4 ton 4WD Serial #J6m46XN101547, or its sale by 

sealed bids, 

Passed by 2/3/ written ballot, 53 ballots cast. YES 41, NO 11, BLANKS 1 


Article 11. It was moved and seconded to waive the fee to be charged 
for a permit to register one motor vehicle owned by any person who 
was captured and incarcerated for 30 days or more while serving in a 
qualifying war or armed conflict as defined in RSA 72:28, IV, and who 
was honorably discharged, provided the person has provided the city 
or town clerk with satisfactory proof of these circumstances. 

RSA 261:157-a Exemption for Prisoners of Wars applies. This to be 
made a permanent ordinance, Passed with one abstention, 


Article 12. It was moved and seconded to establish a solid waste 
transter station on a temporary basis at the present dump site; 
authorizing the Selectmen to engage a refuse collector for the 
transfer and disposal of waste at the City of Keene landfill; and to 
appropriate $15,000 in the proposed budget for this purpose. Also, 
for the establishment of a solid waste planning and implementation 
committee madeup of five to seven Marlow residents, plus the Board of 
Selectmen. This committee to be charged with preparing a definitive 
implementation plan for a permanent long range solution for waste 
disposal and a dump closure plan. Such plan, together with alternative 
approaches, costs and schedules to be presented to the voters at a 
recessed Town Meeting to convene at 10 o'clock in the forenoon on 
June 21, 1986. 


The Selectmen praised the town's fire department for their work during 
the dump fire in sub-zero weather in which the fire finally had to be 
smothered by sand as the water from the hoses was freezing to fast to 
be of use. 


Article passed. 
Article 3. Motion was made and seconded to raise such sums of money 


as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year ensuing, and 
make appropriations of the same, as set forth in the following budget:

49% of the Town budget, effective with the calendar year 1987," 


It was suggested that since the article for new business was 
omitted from the Town Warrant we couldn't in fact discuss new 
business. Overruled by Moderator, 


It was suggested that since this article involved money it could not 
be brought up under the new business article even if it was on the 
warrant. 


Motion was made and seconded to close discussion. Overruled by 
the Moderator. 


Article defeated, 
Thanks were piven to the Planning Board for all their work over the 


past few years in writing up and getting the new Zoning Ordinance 
passed. 


Gerry Plotts reminded all to purchase daffodils on Daffodil Days in 
support of the American Cancer Society. 


Meeting was recessed to June 21, 1986 at 10A.M. 
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JUNE 21, 1986 


MINUTES OF RECESSED TOWN MEETING 


The Moderator, Richard Rock, opened the meeting at 10:00 a.m. He 
announced the passing of Cecil Benson, a former Selectman of the 
Town. A memorial service for Mr. Benson is to be held on Sunday, 
June 22, at 2:00 p.m. in the Methodist Church. 


The moderator read Article 12 as passed at the March 15, 1986, 
Town Meeting: 


“Motion was made and seconded to establish a solid waste transfer 
station on a temporary basis at the present dump site; authorizing 
the Selectmen to engage a refuse collector for the transfer and 
disposal of waste at the City of Keene landfill; and to appronvriate 
$15,000 in the proposed budget for this purpose. Also for the 
establishment of a solid waste planning and implementation committee 
made up of five to seven Marlow resiGents, plus the Board of 
Selectmen. This committee charged with preparing a definitive 
implementation plan for a permanent long range solution for waste 
disposal and a dump closure plan. Such vlan, together with alter- 
native approaches, costs and schedules to be presented to the voters 
at a recessed Town Meeting to convene at 10:00 o'clock in the 
forenoon on June 21, 1986." 


An excellent presentation as vrepared by the Solid Waste Planning 

& Implementation Committee and the Selectmen was given. Drawings of 
the present dump site with proposed charges and of the new proposed 
transfer station were made by Terry Lantz, which were in turn made 
into slides and greatly added to the clarity of the proposals. Thanks 
were given to Mr. Lantz for his donation of his expertiSe in this 
area. A slide show presented how various other towns in the region 
are dealing with their waste problem and gave us ideas for planning 
our actions. 


The different alternatives of waste disposal were discussed: 


1. Wew Landfill: much too costly with the new EPA guidelines. 

2. Joint Site: Would be ideal if other towns such as Gilsum & 
Stoddard were interested but Gilsum seems to be steering towards 

recycling. 

3. House to House Pickup: Muchtoo costly: $50,000 (Hinsdale) 

$30,000 (Westmoreland) 

There would also be the voroblem of road conditions, snow & ice 
in winter and mud in the spring making it impossible for large 
trucks to reach some homes. However, this alternative was not 
ruled out for the future. 





4. New transfer station: The Town could acquire for $1.00 per year 
a lease on approximately 5 acres of state land on Rt. 10 which

the Selectmen feel would be ideally suited to this use. It isa 
gravel bed so the road is already packed gravel, in a central 
location on a main road and could be placed far enough back from 
the road as not to be unsightly to the surrounding homes. Land- 
scaping and a wooden fence would screen it from Rt. 10. 


Compacting. Some of the other towns in our area have gone the 
compact route, wnich seems like a good long-range vlan for Marlow. 
It is a clean system where the garbage is totally enclosed and 
Since it is compressed it would take less truck loads to transfer. 


robert Rieseberg informed the meeting that a regional landfill 

Site has almost been chosen and therefore he along with the other 
Selectmen felt the Town should continue using the system we have. 
When the new landfill is implemented then we should do long-range 
olanning. Right now they felt we should try to keep expenses to the 
minimum. 


For the sake of clarity, Article 12 was voted through in five 
separate sections (a,b,c,d, &e) 


Motion was made by Robert Rieseberg and seconded by Sherwood 
Jackson that the Town vote to continue using the vresent landfill 
site as a Waste Transfer Station until all clearances have been 
received for a long-term lease of anoroximately 5 acres from the 
State of NH on Rt. 10, or continue at the present site. Article 
passed. 


40tion was made by Robert Rieseberg and seconded by Sherwood 
Jackson that the Town vote to raise an additional $3,160 for 
modifying the existing landfill site for a Transfer Station and 
continuing its operation for the rest of the year. ($15,000 has 
already been appropriated). Article passed. 


Motion was made by Robert Rieseberg and seconded by Ross Potter 
that the Town vote to raise the following additional sums to 
continue closure of the present landfill site as follows: 


(1) 200 yards of fill to finish covering the site ($400.00) 
(2) $270.00 for three additional water tests, for a total 
of $670.00. 


Article passed. 


Motion waS made by John McCabe, Jr. and seconded by Lenita Crosby 
that the Town vote to authorize a $100.00 penalty for each 
violation of Solid Waste Transfer Station rules. Such rules to 
be published and distributed by the Selectmen not later than 

July 15, 1986 and posted at the Waste Transfer Station. Article 
passed. 
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l2e. 


Motion was made by John McCabe, Jr. and seconded by Sherwood 
Jackson that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
stickers to residents, taxpayers, renters and other authorized 
users of the Solid Waste Transfer Station. Cost of the stickers 
$3.90 for the first one and $1.00 for each additional sticker. 


Much discussion as to whether there should be a charge for the 
sticker, and whether it should be a yearly charge. It was de- 
cided there will be a charge this year and at the March town 
meeting we would decide whether to make this a permanent ordinance. 


Article passed.

1. NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE: 


Are you in favor of the adoption of the Model Flood Plain Development 
Ordinance as provided by the Federal Emergency Management Agency? This ordinance 
pertains to the National Flood Insurance Program. It is an update of the National 
Flood Insurance Amendments voted in at our March 15, 1986 Town Meeting. There will 
be no cost at all to the taxpayers of the Town of Marlow. 


2. COMMERCIAL ZONE: 


Are you in favor of adopting the proposed Commercial Zoning Ordinance in 
place of Section 408 of our now existing Zoning Ordinance? The new regulations, 
as proposed by the Plannind Board, more clearly define and control the buffer zone 
requirements relating to the front, rear and sides, as well as the lateral depth, 
of commercial property fronting on New Hampshire Route 10 in the Town of Marlow. 


3. DEFINITION OF DWELLING: 


Are you in favor of adopting the proposed amendment to Article ll, 
Section 202 which re-defines a dwelling? The adoption of this amendment and 
deletion of existing Article 11 of Section 202, will provide a new description 
which will conform to standard terms as outlined in N.H. RSA Chapter 48.A. The 
proposed definition of dwelling will include any building structure, trailer, 
mobile home, manufactured home or camp, or part thereof of each, used or intended 
to be used for human habitation, including any accessory buildings thereto or 
enjoyed therewith. 


4. PERMITS: 


Are you in favor of adopting the proposed amendment to Section 702, "Pemnits' 
of the Zoning Ordinance by adding a new Section 702.7 "Occupancy Permit"? This 
change will require a Certificate of Occupancy to be issued jointly by the Building 
Inspector and the Health Officer in relation to the new dwelling and/or additions 
before it is occupied. This is to insure compliance with the local zoning ordinance 
and building regulations currently in effect. Reason - To provide that maximum and 
reasonable care be taken to protect the environment, the abutters, the adjoining 
property, as well as the safety, health and welfare of people living in the area. 


5. BUILDING REGULATIONS: 


Are you in favor of adopting the proposed amendment to paragraph 6h, "Sewerage 
of the building regulations and deleting the existing regulations? The new proposed 
wording will read: "All newly erected dwellings . . . used or intended to be used 
for human habitation, are required to have a state approved septic system in place 
and running water. The conventional so-called "out-house" is not allowed as an 
alternative structure for human waste disposal.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


With the donation of data processing equipment by PC Con- 
nection, and the raising of additional monies for software by 
the Town, Marlow moved into the world of computers of the 1980's. 
Only those who have been involved in the maintenance of property 
records and preparation of tax bills can fully appreciate the 
tremendous advance in administrative procedures. A few glitches 
were experienced with the first computer-generated bills in June, 
and things smoothed out considerably in December. Our "“hats-off" 
to Ellen Jackson for the great work she did in establishing data 
files and procedures. Ellen was assisted by Pat Keyes, a computer 
consultant from the Southwest Regional Planning Commission, and 
by support she received from PC's technical staff concerning 
hardware problems. Hopefully, during early 1987 most financial 
records can be added to the database, enabling better visibility 
of major and sub-accounts. To this end, Ron Korvosky was completing 
a program to allow this, as the year ended. It takes a lot of 
time just to complete the inputs. 


A great amount of time was spent by the Selectmen, as well 
as members of the Solid Waste Study Committee, in trying to figure 
out the best and most economical method of handling household 
waste and trash. The results of the effort were reported at the 
recessed June Town Meeting, and reported on by the Clerk elsewhere 
in this report. So far, the reports of water samples, both sur- 
face and deep wells (2), have shown no contamination. However, 
continuous monitoring should be done in 1987. As 1986 closed out, 
we had indication that the Governor and Council had approved the 
lease of approximately five acres of State property off Route 10. 
Monies to relocate the Transfer to this new virgin and sterile 
area is included in the 1987 Warrant. We urge the passage of the 
monies for the Transfer in order to completely button-up the old 
landfill and submit a closure report to the State Bureau of Solid 
Waste. A minor point of contention revolved around the question 
of keeping the Station open during the evening of a week day. Even 
though there was a petition for hours that would involve darkness, 
Selectmen McCabe and Rieseberg voted against Ronayne for such hours 
because of safety to life and property during winter months. This 
can be addressed again in 1987. 


Insurance, always a major problem, underwent a detailed review 
with our agent and the New Hampshire Municipal Association Insurance 
Trust. We elected to switch to the New Hampshire Municipal Associ- 
ation-sponsored Workmens Compensation Insurance Trust because of 
difficulty in obtaining an insurer and projected cost increases. 

If claims are not too out of the ordinary, the Town should realize 
a reasonable rebate in 1988. However, we had one major claim 
due to an unidentified toxic substance causing injury/infection 
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to the Transfer Station attendant. Neither the individual dumping 
the material nor the material itself could be identified. Pre- 
cautions were taken by procuring gloves and hard-toed shoes for 
the new attendant. In addition, consideration was given to joining 
the new New Hampshire Municipal Association Insurance Trust for 
all coverages. A comparison of costs showed very little difference 
in premiums, but better overall coverages for liability.: However, 
the minimum deductable would be $1,000 for each occurrence. It 
being a pool or group insurance, it is possible that there would 
be reduced costs in the out years. All things considered, it was 
felt that the Town would hold off joining the Trust for 1986 and 
take another look in 1987 or 1988, especially after the Seabrook 
issue is resolved since Seabtook is a member of the pool, or self- 
insuring group. 


Town roads and highways suffered severe damage due to heavy 
rains and flooding during the period July 29 and August 10, 1986. 
The Newell Pond and J. Allen Roads suffered the worst damage with 
major washout of the roadbed, shoulders and culverts. Minor damage 
was done to Marlow Hill Road and several others. This required 
that the Highway Department expend a majority of its late summer 
and fall work repairing the washouts, affecting scheduled work 
throughout the Town. Using in-house equipment, labor, and supplies 
of gravel, the crew did an outstanding job getting traffic flowing 
in short order and subsequently carrying out complete repairs. Very 
little outside resources were required. Working with our Civil 
Defense Director, the State Civil Defense people, and with help 
‘from the New Hampshire Department of Transportation, Highways, 
and the Federal Emergency Management Agency staff, the Town was 
able to recoup over 87.5%40f its costs, estimated to be over $18,000 
in gravel, culverts, equipment and labor. Efforts by the Governor 
‘and staff in obtaining Federal funds were appreciated. 


During late fall, the Selectmen agreed to add 1,320 feet as 
Class 5 to the Bain Road after work was done by Robert and Norma 
Shanahan to bring the Class 6 road up to standards. This followed 
an inspection by Department of Transportation, Highways, Engineer, 
Road Agent and Selectmen. Written agreement was received to use 
the Shanahan driveway as a turn-around for Town trucks. RSA 231:8 
applied to this case as Selectmen authority. 


Jones Hall septic and bathroom facilities were completed 
within limits allowed by past Revenue Sharing funds voted at Town 
Meeting. Everything seems to be working fine except for dis- 
coloration of the water. The water has been tested satisfactorily 
and a filter system may have to be installed to correct the problem 
if chlorination and purging of the well is not the answer. It 
should be done during the spring of '87. Bathroom appointments 
need to be improved, and it is hoped that Trustees of the Library 
or Friends of the Library can take this on as a "do-it-yourself" 
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project, without public funds. Also, we should extend the water 
system to the firehouse this summer with Town help and volunteer 
efforts. 


Sales of property in Marlow continued at a rapid rate during 
1986, and in most cases at higher than assessed value. After com- 
paring a list of sales price versus assessed value, the Department 
of Revenue Administration determined that Marlow is 83% of Fair 
Market Value for assessments as of April 1, 1986. Keep in mind 
that Marlow was completely reassessed at 100% Fair Market Value in 
1984. 


You may have noticed that the Town Office's appearance has 
been greatly improved. The floor was sanded and refinished 
(commercially), and the walls and ceiling painted by energetic 
and dedicated volunteers. Although quite a few gave their time, 

a "well-done" is due Ellen and Bud Jackson, who were the principal 
“movers and doers." 


Recognition is also due the Marlow Fire and Ambulance group 
for their untiring efforts towards maintaining life and property, 
as well as those serving on the Planning Board, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and as Building Inspector, Health Officer, and others. 
Also, our Police Department, although part-time, for apprehending 
habitual offenders and assisting outside officials in obtaining 
convictions of others involved in criminal activities. 


On October 6, 1986, Selectman Jack McCabe notified the Town 
Clerk and Selectmen that he was resigning as of February 1, 1987. 
This was to allow the election of a 2-year Selectman term at the 
1987 Town Meeting. Resignation was without grievance or animosity, 
but rather for personal reasons. 


Also, Charles B. Strickland resigned as Forest Fire Warden 
after spending many years dedicated to preserving the forests 
through fire prevention. In addition, he conducted many hunter- 
safety courses for the youngsters of Marlow. Good luck.

1986 


1986 was another year of progress and activity for the Marlow 
Library. Circulation of books, magazines and periodicals now numbers 
4,000 volumes. 


Library sponsored programs included a summer arts and crafts 
fair under the leadership of Nancy Siekierski. The help and sup- 
port of Rose Foots, Mimi Rota, Pat Strickland, Eleanor Elbers and 
Lorraine Landroche is gratefully acknowledged. A trip to Childrens 
Theatre in New London was also a part of this activity. "Little 
Red Wagon", a division of the Theater Arts Group of U.N.H., presented 
a live performance in July. In addition, a story-telling hour 
sponsored by the Grand Monadnock Arts Council, funded by the First 
Northern Bank, took place in November. We also presented two films 
for children during the winter school vacation. 


We continue to enjoy the utilization of Library facilities by 
students of John Perkins School, as well as a summer reading pro- 
gram which is very popular. 


We will attempt to expand these programs to add to the growth 
and development of both our pre-school and school age population. 


A used book sale held in conjunction with the Blueberry 
Festival, as well as the use of the copy machine, raised some funds 
for the Library. 


We have received some positive suggestions for our adult 
citizens, including family films, “a book discussion group and 
perhaps offering adult literacy tutoring. 


We would like to extend our thanks to community support in 
the past year and in particular to Alice Scharf, whose term ex- 
pires this year, and Ann Dallas, who will curtail her treasurer 
post but will remain on the Board as a member.

MARLOW VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Annual Report 1987 


During the past year the Fire Department responded to a 
total of twenty-five calls. Thirteen calls within the Town and 
twelve mutual aid calls outside the Town. 


The in-town calls included four reported structure fires. 
Smoke detectors played a big part in two of these fires. One 
family awoke when a partition fire set off a smoke detector and the 
other proved to be a false alarm caused by a malfunction ina 
detector. We also responded to three chimney fires, one car fire, 
and five miscellaneous calls. 


Mutual aid calls outside the town were Alstead 6, Gilsum l, 
Stoddard 2, Acworth 2, and Lempster l. 


This past year we have gained four new firemen. Three of 
the new men are in town and available days. With these new firemen, 
it puts our day time manpower in better shape than it has been in 
several years. 


Charles Strickland resigned as Forest Fire Warden, December 31, 
1986. Charlie has been involved in the fire service since 1935 
when the fire department was formed, although at that time he was 
not old enough to become a member. That is fifty years on a job 
that never paid a dime from the department and very little from 
the forest fire service. Thank you Charlie for many years and many 
hours of service and job well done. 


Thank you also to John and Pearl Perkins for making and 
donating the wreath for the fire station this year. Thank you to 
the people of Marlow for your support. 


At the fire station there is a job to be done that is never 
finished. The firemen have to do this or we have to hire someone. 
It seems every time I go into the station another job has been 
done, or the floor swept or trucks washed. Sometimes I don't know 
for a week or two after who did the job. This work is in addition 
to attending meetings, training and answering alarms. 


Thank you to all the firemen for many hours of donated time 
and service.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


I accepted the Road Agent job in Marlow in April, 1979. The roads 
were in very bad condition. Some of the paved roads such as Sand Pond Road 
Gustin Pond Road and approaches to Route 10 are still in bad condition due 
to lack of funds and high cost. The gravel roads were nearly impassible 
during the so called "mud season". Gravel was hard to come by, but this 
problem has been overcome by the opening of the Miller Pit on Route 10, and 
by the use of the diesel powered 22B Bucyrus Erie shovel furnished by your 
Road Agent with no cost to the town except for fuel, oil, grease, filters, 
etc. By opening this pit, and the use of the shovel to load the trucks, we 
have been able to do away with most of the mud. By the use of crushed gravel, 
also from the Miller pit, for the surface, gravel roads are in fair condition. 
But this is only a beginning. Most of these roads need to be widened, and will 
need the continued use of crushed gravel. Culvert replacement and brush control 
is also a problem. The needs are endless. The Highway Department is badly 
in need of equipment to meet these needs. The grader is old and will soon need 
extensive repair. The backhoe loader is also getting old and will soon need 
attention. The two dump ‘trucks need continuous repair to keep them running. 
We have kept the cost down by doing all work ourselves at the Town Barn 
including engine overhaul and differential and transmission repair. We also 
do all our own welding, snow plow rebuilding, etc. Snow plowing is not a 
problem any more with the new pickup and the reclaiming of the old army truck, 
thanks to Tom Foote's help and the use of his equipment. The real problem is 
improving the roads in the summer to meet the demand of increasing traffic and 
heavier vehicles such as school busses, etc. 


I strongly urge the people of Marlow to approve the purchase of a 4 wheel 
drive loader this year, and to replace needed equipment each year so we can do 
the job expected of us. Also to approve the highway budget in its entirety. 
To disregard the needs of the Highway Department will only lead to higher cost 
later on. The 22B Bucyrus Erie shovel is no longer available. I would 
appreciate a little more encouragement from the people of Marlow and a lot 
less small-mindedness from some.

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REPORT OF TOWN AUDITOR 


The books and financial records of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax 
Collector, Tow Treasurer, as well as the financial records of the Police 
Department, Library and the Trustees of the Trust Funds have been examined. 
The examination was conducted in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and procedures, as well as in conformance with state 
RSA Regulations. 


Cash book entries were verified to source documents, primarily invoices, 
vouchers and copies of receipts issued in the process of collecting real 
estate, motor vehicle and other tax and fee source funds. Monthly and year- 
end reports were audited and verified to their respective source journals. 
Journals were footed,cross-footed and reviewed for accuracy. 


The examination disclosed a number of accounting and computation errors, 
however, none of great significance. The individual financial reports as 
presented in this annual report, other than the tax collector's report, 
reflect the audit changes. The audit of the tax collector's records was 
not finalized in time to meet the press dead-line. The New Hampshire 
Department of Revenue Administration Form MS-60 as completed reflects a 
difference of $1,591.15 between the tax collector's report and audit results. 
The errors and records have since been corrected. All funds due have been 
accounted for, deposited and recorded in the tax collector's January, 1987 
records. 


A number of accounting and procedural changes have been recommended and 
put into effect. These changes will not only provide the town officials with 
better control of the town operations and funds, but will also help safeguard 
and expedite the availability of collected funds. This should lessen the 
necessity of borrowing in anticipation of tax receipts and provide additional 
funds for short term investments, hopefully increasing interest income and 
. decreasing interest expense. 


After taking into consideration the January corrective action in relation 


to the tax collector's account, the financial report as reported in this Annual 
Report is considered substantially correct as reported.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FLRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest. 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law 
that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen 
for timber tax forms.

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REPORT OF MARLOW PLANNING BOARD 


During 1986, the Marlow Planning Board again saw several 
changes in its membership and increased activity in requests 
coming before the Board. We had the resignation of Jim Bailey 
due to relocation to Stoddard and Doug Stewart, our former Secre- 
tary of the Board, also resigned due to a long-term temporary 
relocation. We thank both of these men for their support during 
their term of office. Jim Bailey was replaced by Jim Strickland 
who volunteered his services, and John Ference was appointed as a 
replacement for Doug Stewart. 

During 1986 the Board reviewed many varied requests ranging 
from minor and major subdivisions to requests for commercial uses 
and commercial use changes. Of prime interest to both the Board and 
the residents of Marlow was the request by PC Connection to erect a 
warehouse and office building on land abutting the Mansfield Road 
and comprising some 26 acres. Public hearings were held and were 
well attended by both residents and employees of the firm. Although 
the land involved was in the residential area, working together, 
the Planning Board and Management of PC Connection were able to 
resolve some inherent problems. 

Since the new Zoning Ordinance was adopted in March of 1986, 
we are more convinced than ever that this action was taken at the 
right time for Marlow. We seem to be experiencing a timely growth 
in both the residential and commercial areas. We would now like to 
call your attention to a revision of the Commercial Zone section 
of the Zoning Ordinance. This change will appear on your ballot and 
we urge you to vote YES. It is not so much a revision as it is a 


re-defining of the limits of the Commercial Zone and some new 
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features which we hope will help to prevent strip development 
along Route 10 as it has occurred in some of the towns south of 
Keene, most notably in Swanzey. The Board will continue to review 
our Master Plan and Zoning Ordinance to effect any further changes 
as they appear necessary. Currently we are working on our Site 
Plan Regulations. We continue to refer almost every meeting to 
our Subdivision Regulations and Mobile Home Ordinance which were 
adopted over 10 years ago and still continue to serve us extremely 
well. 

The Chairman again wishes to thank all the members of the 
Board and Janette Phelps, our Secretary, for their cooperation in 
all matters appearing before the Board and their continued faith- 


fulness in attending the many meetings.
